Or a voltage 
doubler circuit to get 12V "high voltage" for the plates? 


That original radio was, unfortunately, replaced with a squalid-state 
Blaupunkt in the 70s, which required installing a 6V-to-12V inverter. The 
original radio, like so many other things, was given away at some point.

At least the 6AJ5 and 12SW7 were not 28-V tubes per se. They were merely 
existing, higher-voltage types xmanufacturer-characterized at 28 Vx (perhaps 
actually 26.5 V, if what I infer from their listings in Essential 
Characteristics is correct) and renumbered to reflect this characterization. 
The 6AJ5 is a 6AK5; the 12SW7 is apparently a 12SR7. The 12SX7 and 12SY7 are 
further examples of this. All of the ones I've mentioned will work just fine 
at 250 V Eb and are also characterized at that voltage. 


The "28 V" tubes were an expedient; the military needed to put existing 
types to work in in aircraft power systems with minimal reengineering. The 
12-V plate/screen tubes were a stopgap as consumer-grade transistors worked 
up to achieving sufficient reliability and performance at RF. 


The 12-V Eb tubes (some are characterized at 16 V and others at 30, I think) 
are fun to play with for QRP, by the way. I worked 38500 miles per watt with 


a 12EA6 crystal oscillator running at 6.3 mW output. 40 CW and a low dipole 
in the daytime did it handily. Considering their 7BK pinout, the 12EA6 and 
its similars should be usable as a means of making any 7BK-tube-based VFO 
work at 12 V Eb with little or no modification.

First, the "LM" is primarily a heterodyne frequency meter, which is 
a precision accurately calibrated oscillator with a 1 Mhz check ‘'standard' 
crystal oscillator and heterodyne detector. It is capable of generating a 
signal of precise accuracy from the range of 125-250 Khz and 2-4 mhz. 
and their harmonics. It is useful over the range of 125 Khz thru 20 Mhz. 
It is the Navy's version of the BC-221 frequency meter. 
Each oscillator is individually calibrated and its calibration book's serial 
number should agree with the one on the front panel of the instrument. If 
it doesn't, 
it is useless without being totally re-calibrated. I suspect someone 
substituted 
a "good" case for the original one that was missing or damaged in some way 
on the one you have. 

Although the "LM" can be used as a signal generator, it isn't 
particularly 
well suited to this task, but it can be used to set a seperate signal generator 


pretty precisely to a given frequency. I've found that over the years, the 
accuracy in measuring say 2-8 Mhz signals can be well within 100Hz. 

or better if the instrument is used carefully. On all ham bands from say 
160-20 meters, you can setup within 250 Hz easily to a given frequency. 

In these days of digital counters, that may sound not too "precise", but in 
its day, that was VERY close! 

I use one regularly (LM-15) to get setup on CW frequencies with boat 
anchor gear that isn't calibrated all that close. It is much closer than the 
average VFO or receiver dial. 

The power required is 12 volts @ .6 amp, and 250 volts DC 
@ 20-25 ma. Make sure the internal "links" are set to 12 volts and 
200-260 volts. 

Connections are: 

pin 25 = 12 volts ac 

pin 26= B+ 250 volts dc 

pins 27 and 36= 12 volts return and B- 


(Pin numbers should be readable on the insulated bulkhead on inside or 
outside of the connector on the side.) Many people used a transformer with 
5v and 6 v filament windings and wire these in series to obtain the 11.5 
volts for the heater circuit. The B+ can be anything from 200-400 volts 
depending on what you 

have and how the internal 'links' of the LM are setup.

Believe Kahn was the guy that came up with the much superior stereo 
AM system that wasn't adopted (Motorola apparently had much superior 
lawyer/ lobbyists). It used each sideband for left and right 
channels, this looks like basically half of that. Sony developed a 
detector chip for that system that was actually released on some auto 
radios until Kahn lost out to Big "M". I think that chip was reworked 
slightly into the standards-setting selectable sideband synchronous 
detector chip introed in the superb model 2010 (doesn't Sherwood also use 
it in the SE-3?).
